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(This  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  articles  on  the  basic  structure  and  function  of 
KPFA.  This  article  will  explore  some  fundamental  philosophies.  Future  articles  will 
be  devoted  to  the  operation  and  budget  of  the  station,  the  structure  of  its  organiza- 
tion,   and  the  realities  inherent  in  non- commercial  non-profit  radio.) 

Pacifica  Foundation  was  formed  in  1946  to  explore  the  means  by  which  communi- 
cation might  be  freed  from  the  influence  of  those  who  wish  to  impose  a  conformity  of 
thought  and  taste  upon  our  culture.  The  first  project  of  the  Foundation  was  KPFA, 
which  began  broadcasting  in  April,  1949.  The  ultimate  goal  is  to  establish  through- 
out the  country  similar  projects:  communications  centers  as  outlets  for  the  creative 
skills  and  energies  of  their  respective  communities.  The  governing  body  of  the  Founda- 
tion is  its  Executive  Membership,  a  group  of  active  participants  in  community  life 
including  members  of  the  KPFA  staff,  which  establishes  and  defines  broad  policies. 
From  this  membership  is  drawn  a  Committee  of  Directors,  concerned  with  carrying 
out  these  policies  in  their  practical  details. 

The  aims  of  the  Foundation  include  what  KPFA  has  become:  a  free  forum  where 
issues  in  the  arts,  philosophy,  and  politics  are  presented  and  discussed.  By  "free- 
dom" it  is  meant  that  all  such  issues,  popular  or  unpopular,  accepted  or  controversial, 
can  be  presented  openly  and  honestly  by  anyone  qualified  and  willing  to  express  his 
own  thoughts.  It  is  regarded  as  a  first  rule  of  the  project  that  the  persons  who  formu- 
late and/or  perform  the  materials  actually  broadcast  must  be  permitted  to  forage  for 
their  own  resources,  express  their  own  interests  —  and  thus  communicate  as  individ- 
uals both  in  substance  and  in  manner.  For  this  reason,  and  to  assure  a  measure  of 
integration  in  the  broadcasting  institution,  it  is  imperative  that  controls  and  exe- 
cution be  in  the  hands  of  a  functional  group,  sharing  values  and  free  to  search 
excellences  rather  than  averages.  The  act  of  creation  bears  the  impact  of  the  individ- 
ual, and  cannot  be  arrived  at  through  the  vote  of  the  majority.  Only  thus  can  there 
be  restored  to  the  concept  of  communication  the  respect  for  the  listener's  ability  to 
form  his  own  opinions  and  taste  through  knowledge  based  on  the  diversities  of  view 
presented  to  him. 

The  realization  of  this  aim  is  possible  only  when  the  project  can  function  with 
complete  independence  from  any  control  by  outside  orgainzations  or  interests  —  be 
they  political  parties,  civic  associations,  organizations  of  subscribers,  educational 
institutions,   or  indeed  special-interest  pressure  groups  of  any  nature.  The  subscriber 
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listeners    in   the    immediate   vicinity    of  our   transmitter   who   have   difficulty   receiving   KPFA    may 
hear  all    KPFA's    programs    broadcast    over    KPFB    at   89.3    megacycles.
